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COUNTY TOPS NATION AS
REFINING

Los Angeles county holds a
high national ranking as a cen-
ter of oil refining, being at the
top of 33 major industrial areas
of the nation, according to the
United States census bureau re-
ports. Oi] refining is the leading
manufacturing industry of the
county and of the state, in terms
of value of product.

The county also ranks high
in retail sales of gasoline and
oil, due in part to climatic con-
ditions which lead to year-round
full use of autoinohiles. The
large tourist business, in both
summer and winter, also adds |
materially to such sales, accord- |
ing to the industrial division or:
the Los Angeles chamber of
commerce,

One refinery in the Los An-
geles area has a daily capacity
of 100,000 barrels, on of 60,000,
two of more than 50,000 each
and two of more than 35,000
barrels each. The 1mmediate Los
Angeles area is the petroleum
producing center of the Pacific
southwest, and 98 percent of the
state's production in accounted
for by Southern California fields.

The county’s growth in oil pro-
duction " has led to the estab-
lishment here of plants making
oil tools, there being more than
20 such large factories. Large
quantities of this equipment are
shipped to other oil fields and
some of it is exported, the cham-
ber said.

Marine transportation of the
county’s . petroleum products is
an important part of the harbor

usiness. Bulk shipments last
year amounted to more than
70,000,000, as against 63,000,000
the year before. This has nec-
